Ho regards 
thcrn all as tliiove.s, rogues and liars." 
Jones al.-^o maintains that a treaty was signed 
three moiitiis ago, by which Franco is to 
have the Island uf Sjardinia, and the port of 
Leghorn or Genoa, in case of aiding Sardinia 
111 tho expected war for Veintia. .\liiz/ini 
Jias proof of this alleged fact, and has coin- 
iuissioiiud Jonos to proclaim it to tliu wuild.

Consultations at Parla. 
Paris correspondence, dated the I9lh 
December of the London Ddily iVer^i says ; 

Yesterday evening Lord Cowley and Jf. 
de Jletternich met at M, Thouvenel's, and 
those three personages afterwards went lu 
see tho Emperor at ihe Tuilerie.s. U is 
more ihan ever believed that negotiations 
pressing Austria to give up Venetia, receiv- 
ing a pecuniary indemnity, are actively 
going on. There is no doubt, whatever, that 
iVl. I'eriere, the great financier, is the author 
of the pamphlet, on the subject which has 
made so much noise. It is also true that the 
Eaiperor revised the proof-Bheets,or, at least, 
read them before they were printed. Th6 
truth is, I believe, the Emperor, having 
heard that M.Periero was about lo publish 
the pamphlet, desired to see it. M. I'eriere 
wailed on his Majesty, and offered to read 
the sheets to him, bu't tho Emperor said he 
should understand Ihe matter better if he 
read it himself, and begged that tho proofs 
might be leli with hira. I am tissured on 
authority which I cannot doub'ti't'h'at*ifl ''one 
passage the Empuior made a correction with 
his own hand. This pas-sago is tlie f^ollow- 
ing one, which speaks o( tho cession of 
Venetia as the object to be desired, and a 
Congress the means of artivins at it : 

To revive 'the great idea of a holy alli- 
ance, says the writer, and the reconstituiio.i 
of it for the sake of populations and kings 
on bases in conformity with the wants of 
the epoch, and to cause tho present fron- 
tiers of Franco and of all the states of 
Europe to become in the eyes of all and 
forever facred— such is the universal wish 
of nations and of Governments; such the 
granri enterprise of tho (lenliiry. 

M. Periere had written let froiiticrcs dc 
France, hat the Emperor, wishing more 
emphatically to declare his renunciation of 
all piojects of further anne.vations and e.\- 
tHusions, interlined the word " nctuelles." 
This anecdote is much (.'oinnieiiti'd upon in 
pnlitical circles, and is coii.sidercd as strung 
additional evidence of the fact for which 
there has long been niufh converging Ifsli- 
luuiiy — that the Emperor, M-hatover arnbi- 
li.ius views he may have entertained lorn - 
erly, does now really destroy poace and good 
fellowship with all his neighbors. Of 
course, he wants a Congress to coiilirin his 
appropriation of Savoy and Nice.

NovEh .Views OP -THE .United iStates. 
— The London Critic, in an article review- 
ing a recently published life of the present 
Emperor of Russia, makes the following 
novel and somewhat extensive predictions 
about the future of the United States. Tho 
wriler evidently does not think that the 
contest betv.eeii tho United States ami the 
riaiion of South Carolina will bo " a great 
war :'' 

Russia is a menace to Turke}', to Austria, 
to ttu: Germanic States. Persia is her slave ; 
she projects railroails through both Siberia 
and I'eisia. All ibe outlying posse.ssions ol' 
the Chinese, Russia has already seized, or 
is about to seize. Ere lung her wolli-.li 
clutch will be on China itself. Japan she 
would on the instant grasp, if gho d-iroil ; 
but her most covetous and pertinaci us 
glance is llirown towards British India. 
Now, ilussia lines not need or care for de- 
cent pielB.xls when she wishes to steal. 
Turkey sh'e has generally roldied at the 
end of a war. lint the whole vast and 
very- valuable region ot the Amoor River 
she coolly appropriated when at profuuml 
peace with China — a region capable, it has 
been computed, <ii •■^uppoiting a population 
ot lifly millions. Unfortunately lor Russia, 
if she has no rivals in the Old World, she 
has in llie Nu.v. Tho United States of 
America have the same insatiate and un- 
scrupulous longings as Russia, are quite'as 
pertinaciiius, and are much more elastic, 
prouipl, I'liergetii; and enterprising. iS'ow 
fiere is no a.ipiration dearer lo llic Aineri- 
can heait than conquest on ihe iioilli-eastern 
coast of Asia. The Americans weruJirst to 
luree the Japanese lo make substantial con 
cessions, lint an American oralor uf eini 
neiice plainly iiulical'"s that iheso coiiccs 
^iiins are but the preludes lo f.ir miuhlitr 
vicioiies. Japan sei.'ms doomed to tall iulo 
llie hands of the Americans. IJiil it is ah- 
suid lo suppose that they will be contented 
with the Japanese Islands whon. ttioy are ro 
near the continent. They will make iheir 
own. wiih lililo ci-riMiiony, ihnse (rii.i.Ni tracts 
wnicli llie Rus.-iaiis havi! wrenched, or are 
about to wrench, from ihu Chinese. I'lie 
first great war in which the Americans en- 
gage will be with the Russians.

Contempt of Coukt. — Yeslerdny morn- 
ing, in the Court of Assizes, Attorney Gen- 
eral Gary called the attention of the Chief 
Justice to an alleged contempt of Court 
committed by Chas. B. Young, on Tuesday 
last. Mr. Gary said : " While attending the 
race on Tuesday last, nt Beacon Hill, I was 
■ccostea by Mr. Chas. B. Young, whu said, 
' who told you I was a pawnbroker in San 
Franciaoo.' I replied, ' oh, I can't give you 
my authority.' ' Well, then,' he replied, 
' I ahall take the earliest opportunity of in- 
sulting you publicly : if I'm a pawnbroker, 
you're a pimp !" Mr. Gary concluded by 
saying that as it was clearly an attempt to 
intimidate an oflicer of the Court, it nuist 
be regariled in the light of a contempt. 
His lordship said thai a summons would be 
issued for Mr. Young. This affair grow.s out 
of the trial of Jacob Fried for perjury. 
Young appeared as the principal witness 
for the prosecution, and Mr. Gary asked 
him if ho had not been a pawnbroker in 
San rrancisRO, and ^also, if he was not a 
Jew by profession?

Matters at Cayooah. 
" ObsRr\er," located at Cayoosh, sends us 
some very interesting items, under date of 
Jan. 20th: 

. SUSPECTED MURDCR. 

An Indian is in jail here charged with the 
murder of a man known as Jim Wade, last 
spring. Mr. Wade started from Fort Alex- 
ander in May last, with the intention of 
taking across the country to his claim on 
Quasnolle River. The IndiaT in custody 
wa,s packing "grub" for him. After an 
absence of three days the Indian returjied, 
whereas, had he made the trip, he could not 
have got back in less than a\z days. Wade 
never reached his claim, and has not been 
seen since. The Indians at Fott Alexander 
accuse the one in custody with having mur- 
dered the missing man and buried his body 
among some bushes. I am informed - that 
Wade deposited a quantity of gold dust 
with a merchant at Fort Ale.vander. 
toc trails. 

A description of the diderent trails from 
here to Qiiesnelle may not be uninteresting 
at this time. The main trail after leav- 
ing here runs along the bank of the river 
for about 19 miles to Pavillion Flat, where 
it leaves the river and asceiuls Pavillion 
Greek a ehort distance; it then turns up a 
hiil to the left of a loghouse, and come.s out 
on the old river trail. It should be borne in 
mind, however, that the same trail, by keep- 
ing to the right hand, will lead to the IJona- 
parto trail, and is called the cut ofl" on ac- 
count of its being shorter; but on account of a 
very high mountain that has to be ascended 
and descended, is not often taken^rthe more 
level or main trail being preferred. The 
river trail, after running around, a point 
known as the " Big Slide," continues along 
the banks of the Fraser, crossing Big Bar, 
Canoe, Alkali, Little and Big Dog Greeks. 
In crossing each of these creeks, mountains 
have to be ascended and descended. The 
trail runs over some beautiful valleys and 
flats, and on the whole the country presents 
a very fine appearance. The trail at last de- 
scends Long Mill, so called from its height, 
and runs along close to the river for about 
eight ini!e,«, when it takes up a large creek, 
and keeping to the left hand ibr about five 
miles the traveler enters the valley at the 
foot of Williams' Lake, and crossing the 
creek, soon joins the Brigade trail. This 
trail is shorter than the main, but is more 
hilly, and consequently only traveled by 
those supplying tho. miners along the river 
with provisions,'
